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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/1 5/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's main argument is that the claimed feature of, "recording of said 
information in said medium is effected responsive to detection of an identifier in said medium". 
In Yoo if an identifier is detected, then the system writes onto the recording medium, which 
reads on the claimed, "responsive to". However, if the recording medium is new and thus does 
not have an identifier, then an identifier is given to the medium, (see col. 4, lines 27-48) and then 
the instant recording medium can be written to, which also reads on the claimed subject matter. 

It is pointed out that Yoo is directed to a library system that keeps track of video tapes via 
tape ID code and indexed programs within the tape by using an ID code. Both of these codes 
may be included within a video signal using the VBI, see col. 2, lines 5-26; col. 2, lines 45-54 & 
col. 3, lines 40-57. 

According to col. 4, lines 58-67, Fig. 2 is flow chart of the video library system of Yoo. It 
is disclosed, "in accordance with the insertion of a video tape, an ID code . . . is displayed on 
the screen. Thus, in Yoo the ID code is detected, displayed and then in step 100, the 
microcomputer 90 determines whether a video tape is newly inserted or not. Yoo goes on to 
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teach that if a new tape is inserted and it does not have an ID code and tape ID code, then the 
recording does not operate until these identification parameters are recorded onto the tape. 

Examiner points out that the claims do not require that the recording begins immediately 
after "detection of an identifier in said medium". Thus even if Yoo operates so that the ID 
code/and or tape ID code are detected in some earlier sequence and then the recording begins 
later, the claimed subject matter is still met. 

Examiner also points out the claimed language of, "recording of said information in said 
medium is effected responsive to detection...", is broad since there is no precise limitation 
attached to "effected". In particular, "effected" is broad enough to mean the recording is "made 
operable", "enabled for recording" or "begins recording", etc. Therefore examiner asserts that 
the broadly recited features in the claims read on the disclosure of Yoo, as cited in the Office 
Action.
